MONTGOMERY, Ala., Sept. 15.—~

KITCHEN TESTED RECEIPES 


As much thought should be given to 
lanning the contents of a lunch bas- 
et 1.6 to the planning of any other 

meal. It is usually helpful to jot 
down a list of what is to go in, and 
have it handy, to make sure that 
~othing is left out. This should be 
done the night before. And there are 
other things that can be made a day 
or two in advance, and kept cold in 
a coyered jar, ready for use. For in- 
stance: 

1. Cream cheese mixed with chopped 
olives and thinned with cream.

Baked custards are particularly 
good for school lunches, They are 
a welcome change from fruit desserts, 
are most nourishing, and can be made 
the day before. If they are to be 
carried, bake them in short jelly 
g) ses, and cover tightly. 

Carrot Sandwiches. 


Carrot sandwiches are made by cut- 
ting thin slices of raw carrot between 
2 slices of bread, one buttered and 
the other spread vith mayonnaise. 
Children love them. 

Baked Custard. 

One cup scalded milk, 1 egg, 2 
blespoons sugar, nutmeg. 

Add sugar to slightly beaten egg. 
Pour on scalded milk. Stir until sugar 
dissolves. Pour into four little cups, 
and sprinkle top with nutmeg. Set 
cups in a pan of hot water and bake 
in a slow oven, until firm—about 50 
minutes. The water around the cus- 
tards will separate, and whey.

Years ago, bananas were absolutely 
taboo for little children. I remember 
how hard I had to beg as a little child 
to get the coveted banana. And then 
mother watched closely for the rest of 
the day, fearing for some bad effect. 
Now, however, the¥ are prescribed by 
many physicians for babies of six 
months. | 

Of course, bananas, like all other 
fruits, should be thoroughly ripe when 
eaten raw. A banana is ripe when 
the skin is yellow and all the green 
is gone from the tips. If the skin is 
fl- ked with brown, it is even more 
perfectly ripe. 

The banana we have always with 
us—summer and winter, springtime 
and fall—it is the year around fruit. 
And it is one of the oldest foods known 
to man. It is thought to be of Indian 
origin dating back to 300 B. 
Through the centuries th: banana root 
has been transported, until now it is 
extensively cultivated in all of the 
tropical countries of the world. 

Besides the fruit of the banana tree, 
which yields the large familiar clusters 
we see in stores, the banana stem 
yields a juice that is used as an as- 
tringent. Besides this, the spongy 
pith of the plant is pounded and 
cooked. The natives eat this starchy 
food, which is fairly nutritious. The 
tree itself is used in the coffee plan- 
tations of Columbia, where advantage 
is taken of its wide outspreading 
ieaves to protect the smaller coffee 
trees from the direct ray: of the tropi- 
cal sun, Artificial shading is one rea- 
son why the Colombian grown coffées 
have developed their well-known rich 
flavors. 

With us, bananas may be used for 
salads, for desserts, for breakfast food, 
or cooked as a vegetable. 

A few slices of banana in the morn- 
ing’s orange juice will please the fam- 
ily, or few slices in the children's 
gelatin will add much to the flavor. 
Here is a sherbet which will delight a 
children's party. 

wo-Two Fruit Ice. 

Two oranges, 2 lemons, 2 bananas, 
2 cups of water, 2 cups of sugar. 

Boil sugar and water together for 
* minutes. When cool add strained 
bananas and fruit juices. Freeze. 

There are many delicious desserts 
containing bananas. Here are two 
favorites. 

Banana Cream Pie. 

One and one-half cups scalded milk, 
1-2 cup sugar, 1 1-2 tablespoons corn- 
starch, yolks of 2 eggs, 1 teaspoon 
mem 1 teaspoon vanilla, pinch of 
sait. 

Mix sugar and cornstarch, add to 
well-beaten eggs. Add milk, salt and 
butter, and cook in a double-boiler 
until thick. When slightly cooled, add 
vanilla. Put a layer of custard into 
a pie-shell, previously baked, then a 
layer of thinly sliced bananas, another 
‘layer of custard and more sliced ban- 
‘anas. Cover with whipped cream. 
| Banana Delight. 
| To 1-2 pint of cream, whipped stiff. 
iadd one teaspoon powdered sugar, 1-4 
| teaspoon vanilla, and one teaspoon 
(of orange juice. Fold into this one 
cup of marshmallows, cut into quar- 
ters, 1-4 cup of chopped nuts. and 2 
cups of sliced bananas. Pile the mix- 
ture into tall sherbet glasses, and 
top each one with a slice of banana.

Centuries before Europe knew any- 
thing about tomatoes, they were 
growing on the slopes of the Andes 
mountains in the republic of Colom- 
bia, which today produces the world’s 
finest coffee, Spanish adventurers in- 
troduced the tomato plant into Eu- 


world in searc’: of the “Fountain of 
Youth,” but instead they found “love- 
apples,” the name by which tomatoes 
were formerly known. 

These love-aj ples were considered 
poisonous, and grown only as a gar- 
den curiosity. They were small and 
wrinkled. By cultivation and propo- 
gation, their sizé has been increased 
from four to eight times, Since about 
1840 the status of the tomato has 
changed from that of a botanical freak 
to a highly accepted food. 

Although the markets are supplied 
with tomatoes practically all the year 
around, the home-grown ones are the 
most delicious, and by far the most 
economical. Make the most of them 
before frost. ‘They are delicious raw 
with bacon and toast, either for break- 
fast, or made into sandwiches for 
luncheon. 

Tomato Tulips. 

Peel firm tomatoes of uniform size. 
Place each one on a lettuce leaf, stem 
end down. With the point of a sharp 
knife, make a one-eighth incision 
through the middle of the tomato. 
Make three slashes in each half. Still 
with the point of the knife, cut care- 
fully underneath each petal-shaped 
piece. Fold back the six petals. Now 
you have a small round tomato ball 
in the center with six petals turned 
back from it. Sprinkle with salt. 
Serve with a thick mayonnaise. 

Stuffed Tomatoes.

Dip slices of toma- 
toes first in the egg and then in corn- 
meal. Brown in frying pan, using 
just enough fat to keep them from 
sticking, 

Fried tomatoes may be used for 
garnishing a chop-dish, a fish-platter, 
or a plate of crisp bacon, 

Stewed Tomatoes, 

(If raw tomatoes are used, they 
should first be boiled for 10 minutes 
with a pinch of soda.) To a number 
2 can of tomatoes, or an equal 
amount of fresh tomatoes, add 2 ta- 
blespoons of butter which has been 
creamed with 2 tablespoons of flour, 
and 1 teaspoon of sugar. Add salt 
and pepper to taste. Let cook 10 
minutes over a very low flame. Serve 
in sauce dishes. 

Stewed tomatoes may sound a bit 
plebian, but they certainly hit the 
spot on a chilly autumn day, 

Tomato Relish. 

One onion, 1 green pepper, 1 bunch 
celery, 3 cups tomatoes, 2-3 cup vine- 
gar, 2 tablespoons sugar, 1 tablespoon 
salt, 2 all-spice berries. 

Chop vegetables fine. Mix with 
other ingredients, and boil slowly for 
an hour and a half. If a more highly 
seasoned relish is desired, add‘a little 
mustard or cayenne. 

Since either canned or fresh toma- 
toes may be used in thi: relish, it can 
be made up when needed, and thus
